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The alleged middleman in a 
pint to sail government reports 
cq a counterfeiting ring to the 
counterfeiters was scheduled to 
testify Tuesday in a federal 
trial which could mean a 20- , 
year prison term for a secret 
service agent. 

The prosecution contends that j 
Agent Abraham Bolden, 25, ar- 
ranged to sell a government 
investigation file to Joseph 
Spagnoli. 31, who has been 
charged with counterfeiting. 

Spagr.oli, 5301. Quincy st, 1 
feared a trap and reported the 
offer to secret sendee officials. 
An Investigation led to Frank 
W. Jones, V,. 6649 Lowe av., 
who is awaiting trial in another 
counterfeiting case, and Jones 
identified Bolden as the man 
who had sent him to Spagr.oli. ! 

Bolden had taken part In the’ 
arrests of bath men. 

Defense Hits Statements : 

George W. Howard. Bolden's 
attorney, said the government's 
case is based on false state- 
ments by Spagno'.i and Jones. 

‘•'These two men are making 
a daring attempt to corrupt the 
United States . government to 
save their own hides," Howard 
said. 

Bolden has beer, charged with 
obstruction of justice, which on 
' conviction carries a maximum 
penalty of 5 y e a r s; soliciting 
a bribe, which has a possible 
10-year penalty; ar.i conspiracy 


on the first two charges, which 
also carries a possible 5-year 
penalty. ' 

Jones and his wife Jean, 41, 
also have been charged with 
obstructing justice in the case 
but will have separate trials. 

Tells About Call 

Maurice C-. MartL-.eau, first 
assistant in the Chicago office, 
testified Monday that Spagr.oli- 
had called to tell him fc:s fears 
of entrapment. Martin eau alsoi 
traced the investigation for the 
jury of seven women and five 
men selected earlier in the day 
in the court of Judge Joseph 
Sam Perry. 

At no time during the opening 
statement or cross-examination 
did Howard refer to Bolden's 
charges at the time of his arrest 
that he was being framed be- 
cause of plans to testify before 
the V.'arren commission on se- 
cret service laxness in guard- 
ing President Kennedy. 

Bolden was the first Negro 
agent assigned to the Presi-, 
dcntial guard detail, but was 
not in the party with the Presi- , 
dent when he was assassinated 
in Dallas Nov. 22. 
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
